NoMINATON OFFICERS 


required the By-laws, the Secretary now 
advises each member his privilege nomination, 
petition, under the procedure indicated Section 
Article the By-laws. This Section provides 
that any fifteen members from not less than two 
Chapters may nominate, petition, candidates for 
the offices Director and President, Director and 
First Vice-President, Director and Second Vice- 
President, Director and Secretary, and Director 
and Treasurer, about become vacant; and that

Pheidias*: The Portrait Gentleman 
BEAUME 


“For your sakes, and perbaps posterity’s, 
make these things record.” 


HUS Pantarkes, friend and confidant 

Pheidias, addresses the sons the dead sculp- 

tor imparting them the story their 
father’s life had heard from the master’s 
lips. Pantarkes, the sympathetic and self-effacing 
scribe, effect our own honored colleague, John 
Galen Howard, who has rendered supple, strong 
and unaffected verse the nobility and integrity that 
are the very essence great art. this long 
narrative poem, this monologue revealing the de- 
velopment great soul, summed the credo 
the artist who strives relate himself the 
world about him that may truth “vehicle 
God man.” Like his own great sculpture, 
like the clean cut temples which adorned, the 
life Pheidias here set forth has all the gran- 
deur simplicity. One comes from the presence 
this book from some grove Arcady where 
crystal springs and clear wood notes refresh the 
spirit. 

Swiftly the story moves, and the panorama 
fruitful life spread before like Greek pro- 
cessional temple frieze. see the boy 
Pheidias worshiping his sculptor father Charmides, 
assisting him his studio, catching his manual 
knack, exulting the teeming life Athens, “the 
colors and the forms, the movement and the per- 
sonalities.” “My thoughts,” says,

Company), New York. 


“were always underneath, engaged 
Constructing complexes unify 
Heterogeneous, conflicting things 

Into type, and see Athens whole 
And one. 


And this was true every day 
But most all, those great days days 
When Athens’ self took thought unify 
Her outer aspect, processions formed 
celebrate the goddess. Then saw 
Almost actual reality 
The Living soul Athens, simplified 
And strengthened, heightened into one divine 
And permanent expression.” 


Half way the slope (behind his father’s 
house) 


“Were marble quarries, from which blocks were 
brought 


was place Visions. Where the scurf 
And lichen untouched gray ledges broke 
Into the chiseled snow, began realm 

mystic wonders.” 


saw the forms Gods and heroes out the 
mass emerging. 


“Then one day 
Over the plain saw the soldiers running 
And beating round the flank, Marathon.

There flashed two thoughts, one, upon 
mind: 

‘The Persians must landing over there— 

Soldiers are just like figures jar.’” 


“Marathon marked (his) enfranchisement from 
childish things” sped into the Greek camp 
feel and taste the excitement fellowship 
strife. was here saw “Miltiades calling his 
men action.” sight seared itself into his 
memory recalled years afterward his first 
commission the votive gift Delphi. 

His adolescence and his awakening love for the 
slave girl Persephone, hand maiden his mother’s 
house, completed his passage manhood. After 
the early death Charmides continued his 
apprenticeship “under the tutelage 
Pericles and Sophocles were his intimates, Magnes 
lesser friend, and Menon his fellow pupil Hegias’ 
workshop. Menon, ever cautious and conservative, 
competent but unimaginative, jealous the more 
adventurous talent Pheidias who constantly re- 
called the maxim Charmides, satisfied 
with what you see; always add something your- 
self,” scoffed the decision Pheidias fare 
forth Argos and place himself under the dis- 
cipline Ageladas. But Pheidias had passed be- 
yond the reach scoffing and took ship for Argos 
meeting, fellow passenger, red-headed lad 
called Myron bound for the same goal and filled 
with kindred zeal. 

the studio Ageladas they met third youth, 
Polycleitus, and the three formed triumvirate 
closely knit friendship, sharing each other’s con- 
fidences, and indulging that incessant interchange 
ideas and opinions which sweeter than wine 
young and generous manhood. Endlessly they 
discussed love and life and art, and again art and 
love and life. Each learned much from the other, 
but each bore the stamp his own matrix. Myron 
was absorbed action; Polycleitus, fastidious, with 
pure proportion. Pheidias ripening under each 
day’s sun slowly became conscious what him- 
self was seeking for. was “if three words will 
do, God man. Or, rather, may perilous 
man God.” 

not think that these young men, because they 
seem intelligent and interested life were prigs. 
They tasted all that life had offer and enjoyed 
with keen relish. But Argos was provincial, and 
Corinth called them her more metropolitan de- 
lights. “The Isthmian games presented excuse 
for celebration.” Soon they sought out the Athen- 
ian delegation and Pheidias was rejoiced find his 
three old friends: Pericles, Sophocles, and Magnes. 
The two triumvirates joined forces and formed 
glorious sextet delighting each other’s company 
and all the “galaxy scintillance—athletics, 
races, music, poetry” which Corinth had offer. 

But war was the wind. The shadow an- 


other foreign invasion fell across the sun. Pheidias 
decided that instead returning Argos “he 
would with Pericles Athens and enlist.” 
six friends spent their last night together Corinth, 
high above the town the lighted shrine 
Aphrodite signaled down the dusk” discussing 
the fate Greece, friendship, beauty, the love 
woman, all that matters, all that life. 


“The night was very dark—only the stars 
Above, and, far below, the twinkling town 
That seemed diminished heaven, reverse. 
But now the moon rose over Attica 

And paved path across the crystal sea. 

And the lifted lamp Artemis 

saw all love one, and pure she. 

saw that all the love that had been born 
Within childish heart the old home 
When beloved came from stranger lands, 
Sent the fates lead me, and that bloomed 
Within the very flower life 

When she came little room 

And made one flesh, for life and death; 
The love bore mother, her breast, 
And through the after, dear, estranging years; 
love for dead father, changed and wrought 
Into worship his memory; 

love for these close friends, and most all 
For Myron; and the love gave Greece, 
man, and the unknown gods above: 

All those were one, inseparably one. 

And love was but another name for life, 

The sublimation its essences 

fire that kindled out earthly dross. 
From life love, from love beauty, these 
Were the appointed steps along the path 
That led from time into eternity. 


Love was the centre the basic line 

From which rayed beauty the highest place. 
either side were wisdom’s seat, and 
Whence wisdom sprang full maturity— 
Daughter, co-warden the life love, 
Crowning beauty. Wisdom, beauty, power, 
The polar outposts whose circumference 
Centred love. And then, spiral form, 
Love, wisdom, beauty, reaching out power; 
Reversely—power, beauty, wisdom, wound 

And spiraled the very heart love. 

These things were deep symbolic mysteries. 
Beyond them were infinities the gods 

Reserved their omniscient consciousness. 


The moon walked stately the steep night, 
And silvered-over all the sapphire world 
With shining chastity. 

heart was wrought 
passionate and overwhelming love 
For the close-gathered friends who sat with 
And the splendour the vernal night 
Shared earth, and sky, and the immortal gods. 
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There are some moments our lives that stay 
living presences. keep that night 

Within where are shrined gathered-up 
Ex-votos. For were commingled souls. 

not know have shown you it. 

has meaning, and you cannot know 

soul down its deepest, otherwise.” 


Athens, the turmoil preparation for war, 
seethed with life more vibrant than ever faced 
the possibility extinction. Our own world has 
not yet forgotten the tension and confusion war- 
like preparation and these pages seem fresh 
though they described our own sensations. 


“No words 
Could quite define what were fighting for, 
learning how fight for. 


the dim future—not, perhaps, ourselves, 
But coming generations—it was this 
fixed our eyes on, this that summoned 
battle for the vision die. 
Not what come from, but what toward, 
Controls.” 


Wounded the bloody fight Salamis, Pheidias 
nursed back health again his queenly mother 
and the sweet Persephone, and cheered the de- 
voted friendship the faithful Myron. Recovered 
now and rich friends, love, and experience, his 
life work lies before him. tells that 


“The Lovely Lemnian was the first fruit 
the completed circle, and marked 
manhood milestone with signature.” 


“To him who loomed Hellas-Father-Zeus: 
offered the noblest masterpiece 
That hand and soul mine could fabricate.” 


“Think her 
beauty, love and wisdom, three one; 
beauty rounded into love’s own form, 
love uplifted into wisdom’s height, 
wisdom opened into beauty’s flower.” 


From now until the end the story moves swiftly, 
crowded with human incident and high achievement. 
With Myron his side the great Miltiades group 
Delphi completed. Myron who counsels 
him moments depression when news Kimon 
his great patron’s fall leaves him desolation. 
Myron who comforts him the tragic loss 
Persephone, his loved one, the very lode-stone 
his life; Myron, who, returning Athens, keeps 
father’s eye upon the sons Persephone had given 
him. And Myron, too, who urged the genius 


his friend the court Pericles. Purified his 
great grief Pheidias dedicates himself anew the 
service the gods and specifically Zeus the 
Gatherer, Sum and Epitome Life. 

The description the fashioning the gigantic 
statue Zeus Olympia revelation the 
artist’s soul, laying bare the reverence and 
innermost motives the spirit all great Art. 
the meaning Art, stripped all triviality, all 
frippery, all vanity. This chapter the sublima- 
tion artistic criticism, the fundamental liaison 
Art and Life, the Ethics Beauty. 


“That golden sojourn Olympia 
stands apart, for me, from all life else.” 


thank Lord Zeus 
For his vouchsafing the felicity 
being tool his creative will.” 


Olympia and the awe-inspiring Zeus seem cli- 
max sufficient for noble life. Yet there remain 
the dozen years Athens and the crowning glory 
the Parthenon. Here the Acropolis Pheidias 
surrounded himself with chosen group fellow 
artists, the architects Ictinus, Callicrates and Mnesi- 
cles, the sculptors Colotes, Alcamenes and his old 
fellow student the grudging Menon. Myron, 
though declining any definite association, continued 
support Pheidias his counsel and friendiy 
advice. Pheidias allotted the different portions 
the work best adapted each special talent, 
reserving for himself the great statue Pallas 
Athena. 

The descriptions the work went forward 
are exciting piece contemporary news. 
The charges brought Menon’s jealousy the 
misuse gold Pheidias are like the scandals 
today. The charges prove groundless and last 
the day dedication arrives; the moment draw 
aside the veil, revealing the chryselephantine Virgin. 

The poem ends with the dramatic incidents 
Pheidias’ arraignment for heresy. Menon 
again who brings the charge that the sculptor has 
affronted the gods placing his own and the por- 
trait Pericles upon the shield Pallas. Con- 
demned prison while awaiting trial, the artist 
falls into the sleep death after drinking cup 
wine brought him the faithless, frustrate, 
embittered Menon. 

Mr. Howard has rendered the nobility his 
hero’s character with such sympathy only kin- 
dred spirit can feel. has given portrait 
himself less striking than the portrait the 
sublime artist whose story records.

Instead telling the client what the architect 
expects from him the way payment, the new 
Schedule tells what the client may reasonably expect 
the architect and why these services should 
adequately remunerated. does not stipulate what 
the fee should but suggests maximum and mini- 
mum. also discusses various ways making 
payment and explains why some engineering fees 
should charged extra and why the engineer 
should under the control the architect. Since 
the problems which confront the architect today 
cover such wide range, this new Schedule seems 
more flexible and, therefore, better way 
presenting our case the client; but doubtless many 
will not agree with us.”

Class Standard Sprinkler Regulations. 


meeting the Automatic Sprinkler Com- 
mittee the National Fire Protection Association, 
January 1929, the Structural Service Department 
called attention the fact that sprinkler regulations 
force that time did not appear give adequate 
recognition structures designed and constructed 
minimize the fire hazard, buildings, 
the occupancy which presented but moderate 
hazards. After full discussion the desirability 
recognizing the class buildings and occupancies 
referred to, and the difficulties encountered 
applying the present sprinkler regulations such 
buildings, subcommittee was appointed investi- 
gate and report back the Automatic Sprinkler 
Committee some future meeting. This subcom- 
mittee made its report the January 17, 1930, 
meeting the Automatic Sprinkler and 
moved the adoption Class Sprinkler Regula- 
tion for use connection with buildings which 
presented but moderate fire hazard. 

The report the subcommittee, and each its 
specific recommendations, was fully discussed, and 
the entire report, with few relatively minor 
changes, was approved practically unanimously 
the Committee. The report and recommendations 
the Committee must officially approved the 
National Fire Protection Association before its 


recommendations can put into practice. Further 
details may obtained applying either the 
National Fire Protection Association, Central 
Street, Boston, Massachusetts, the Structural 
Service Department. 


Standard Indications for Materials. 


The Institute member sectional committee 
the American Standards Association engaged 
the preparation national standard for the indi- 
cation materials drawings. The Structural 
Service Department collecting information and 
data this subject for submission the committee, 


has prepared drawing showing some the 


indications fairly common use. 

From the information that the Structural Service 
Department has been able obtain would appear 
that there fairly uniform practice regard 
the indications for brick, concrete, stone, marble, 
wood, metal, blocking, and earth. However, 
regard most the other materials there seems 
considerable lack uniformity practice. 

There appears also considerable variation 
practice regard the number materials for 
which specific indications are used. architects 
have standard practice for the indication for brick, 
concrete, stone, wood, metal and earth. Some have, 
addition, indications for different kinds stone, 
for different kinds brick, concrete, etc.
